Upon the whole Matter, we may conclude, 
That all this Caution and Care about the Dif. 
ference of Meats from the Beginning of the 
World to the Flood, and from the Flood to the 
zving of the Moſaick Law, and from thence to 
the Times of the Apoſtles of Jeſus Chriſt, would 
ot have been, had there not been ſome greater 
Reaſon for it, than barely to try Men's Obe- 
dience, or to furniſh them with Emblems of 
Virtue and Vice, as ſome hold.
